PREMIERS DISCUSS

San Remo, Italy, April 20.—The 
premiers of of allied powers in con- 
j ference here, although busy w ith 
the problems of the Turkish peace 
treaty, have found time to resume 
the conversation begun Monday af­ 
ternoon upon what warning, or ul­ 
timatum shall be sent Germany re­ 
specting execution of the Treaty 
of Versailles. 
It does not appear, 
however, that their consultations 
have led them beyond an agree­ 
ment in principle that something 
of the mandatory character must 
be sent-to the Berlin government, 
difference in view as to the exact 
nature persisting. 
Premier Lloyd George, it is urn 
derstood. is holding tenaciously to 
the view that economic penalties 
he imposed if Germany does not 
conform to the treaty. The French 
contention is declared to 
be

w'ould be more cruel to cease send­ 
ing food supplies into Germany and 
put a stop to her industry by shut­ 
ting off raw materials than to oc­ 
cupy a few7 districts with allied 
troops.

Pittsburg. Kansas, April 
20.—A 
mob estimated to have numbered 
1000 persons 
late 
yesterday 
sur­ 
rounded the jail at Mulberry, near 
here, seized an unidentited 
negro 
who had attacked a young 
white 
girl here this morning and hanged 
him to a telephone pole. 
The mob made no attempt to mo­ 
lest a white younth w’ho was with 
the negro, when captured by posse 
during the afternoon. 
Immediately after the 
lynching 
the youth was removed from 
the 
jail by the authorities, who did not 
announce their destination. 
The attack upon the young w7o- 
inon tok place wdiile she was on the 
way to Mulberry from her home, 
near ihat place. 
She wras found 
tied to a tree by a small boy playing 
in the vicinity. 
Her 
throat 
was 
slashed. 
According to physicians, 
she probably will recover. 
After their capture by the posse 
the negro and the youth were taken 
back to Mulberry where, officials 
announced, both the young wroman 
and the youth identified the negro 
as the assailant. 
News of the arrest spread rapidly 
and the mob gathered. Then wrhile 
part of. the erow’d held the officers 
back, the others pried the bars from 
the windows, dragged 
the 
negro 
I through the aperture and led him 
to the telephone pole. 
A rope was 
produced and 
the 
hanging 
took 
place. 
According 
to 
reports 
reaching 
here, the crowd remained in the Vici 
nity some time and then dispersed. 
The negro’s body was cut down by 
officers last night and 
sent 
into 
Muberry.

Kansas City, April 19—A man who 
gave tho name of John Mn*>ry is 
being held by the police for the 
killing of a patrolman and a bar­ 
tender here early today. 
“Three* 
men have identified Moore, accord­ 
ing to the police, as the man who 
shot Ula A. Mc Ma hun. patrolman, 
and Charles Tate, bartender. 
Patrolman McMahon. 43 
years 
old, was shot and fatally wounded 
at Missouri avenue and Main street 
at 12:45 o’clock this morning by a 
young man who a few moments 
previously had shot and mortally 
wounded C. E. Tate, a bartender at 
J. H. McMahon’s saloon, 6 West 
Missouri avenue. 
A suspect, who was beaten into 
insensibility by tile arresting of­ 
ficers .is being held at police head­ 
quarters for the double shooting. 
At 1:30 o’clock this morning, d ias. 
Oliver. 
East Fifth street, anti 
John Totten, night clerk at the 
Protland hotel, 
Sixth 
and Main 
streets, called at the station and 
identified the suspect as the man 
wiio did the shooting. 
Oliver left 
McMahon’s saloon while 
the un­ 
identified man was arguing with a 
stranger in front of the building, 
and got a good look at him. Totten 
heard the shot fired that mortally 
wounded Tate, and saw the flee­ 
ing man discard a checkered cap 
he was wearing and pull a brown 
fredora hat from his pockets and 
draw it down over his eyes.

ten gave an accurate description 
of the clothes worn by the slayer, 
which tallied with

worn by the prisoner.

Health service has inaugurated a 
far reaching campaign to combat 
venereal diseases in the United 
States, and an ordinance, drastic in 
form, modeled by the public health 
service w-as passed at the council 
meeting. 
The ordinance provides that phy­ 
sicians shall report to 
the 
city 
health board and city heal officers 
all cases they may treat of con­ 
tagious forms of venereal diseases. 
A record must be kept by all drug­ 
gists of all persons to whom they 
sell remedies fop treatment or cure 
of such ailments. 
In 
turn 
the 
municipal authorities are required 
to report all cases to the state 
board of health. 
In order not to 
expose such persons to embarrass­ 
ment registration will he by num­ 
ber. 
Physicians are required 
to 
quarantine patients 
with 
acute 
forms of the disease. 
A. fine of from $10 to $100 is the 
punishment for violation of any 
provisions of the ordinance 
by 
physicians or persons afflicted with 
the specified diseases. 
Three thousand dollars, to match 
a like amount offered by the local 
Red Cross, has been deposited by 
the federal government to 
treat 
cases for persons not able to pay 
for treatments.
